An  art  professor  will  be  honored  in  this  morning’s  Devotional  assembly  as 
Professor  of  the  Year. 

Dr.  Richard  L.  Gunn  will  be  presented  the  award  by  Mark  A.  Smith,  co-chairman 
of  the  Awards  Committee;  the  other  co-chairman  is  Lewis  F.  Townsend,  III. 

After  Dr.  Gunn’s  initial  nomination  by  his  students,  the  Awards  Committee  made 
an  “extensive”  examination  of  such  areas  as  teacher-student  rapport,  contributions 
to  his  field  and  recommendations  of  his  students  and  colleagues. 

Following  his  examination,  Art  Department  Chairman  Douglas  Stout,  Dean  Lorin 
F.  Wheelwright  of  the  College  of  Fine  Arts  and  Communications,  Robert  K. 
Thomas,  vice  president  of  academics,  and  Pres.  Dallin  Oaks  were  consulted  on  the 
selection. 

“BYU  would  be  proud  to  have  Dr.  Gunn  as  its  example  of  outstanding  work,” 
remarked  Pres.  Oaks. 

Dean  Wheelwright  cited  the  professor’s  “intimate  personal  knowledge  of  the 
subject  he  teaches”  th®  main  reason  for  the  students’  choice. 

One  of  his  students,  Roger  Smith,  majoring  in  Environmental  Design,  said,  “I 
guess  you  could  say  he  really  knows  the  vital  core  of  his  material.” 

Dr.  Gunn  reportedly  arrives  at  work  at  4 a.m.  each  day  to  prepare  for  his  classes 
and  maintains  an  open  door  policy  day  and  night  for  any  student  with  an  academic 
or  personal  problem. 

Dr.  Gunn  is  presently  on  the  LDS  Select  Committee  which,  under  the  direction 
of  Neal  Maxwell,  Church  Commissioner  of  Education,  is  investigating  the  Church 
education  system. 

The  art  professor  received  his  doctorate  degree  from  Stanford  and  came  to  BYU 
in  r948.  He  also  taught  at  the  B.  Y.  Academy  while  Pres.  Oaks  was  attending  as  a 
student. 

He  is  past  bishop  of  the  BYU  26th  Ward  and  is  currently  on  the  MIA  General 
board  of  the  Church.

orders  harbor  blockade 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - President 
Nixon  Monday  night  ordered  a naval 
blockade  of  North  Vietnamese  ports 
including  Haiphong,  to  deny  Hanoi  “the 
weapons  and  supplies  it  needs  to  continue 
aggression.”  “These  actions  are  not 
directed  against  any  other  nation,”  Nixon 
said.  Other  countries  with  ships  in  North 
Vietnam’s  harbors  “have  been  notified 
their  ships  will  have  three  daylight  periods 
to  leave”  in  safety. 

“There  is  only  one  way  to  stop  the 
killing,”  a grim  Nixon  told  a radio  and 
television  address  to  the  nation.  “That  is 
to  keep  the  weapons  of  war  put  of  the 
hands  of  the  international  outlaws  of 
North  Vietnam.” 

Nixon  ordered  mining  of  all  ports  of 
North  Vietnam  as  part  of  the  naval 
blockade. 

Directing  his  remarks  to  Hanoi, 
Nixon  pleaded  for  an  end  to  the  war.  He 
said  the  North  Vietnamese  had  suffered 
enough. 

“DO  NOT  compound  their  agony  in 
continued  arrogance,”  he  said. 

In  addition  to  the  blockade,  Nixon  said 
he  was  ordering  American  ships  to  take 
“appropriate  measures”  to  restrict  naval 
movements  inside  North  Vietnam’s 
territorial  watere,  rail  connections  and 
continuing  U.S.  air  and  naval  strikes. 

Nixon  said  the  United  States  would 
continue  to  seek  a negotiated  settlement 
of  the  war  but  he  said  to  rely  solely  on 
the  peace  talks  would  be  to  give  North 
Vietnam  time  to  pursue  its  five-week-old 
offensive. 

Noting  that  many  of  the  arms  ships 
were  Russian,  Nixon  said:  “We  respect 
the  Soviet  Union  as  a great  power.”  But 


the  Soviet  Union,  he  said,  must  recognize 
America’s  right  to  defend  its  interests. 

Let  us-and  let  all  great  powers-help 
our  allies  only  for  the  purpose  of 
defense,”  he  said  in  a passage  directed  at 
the  Kremlin  leadership. 

He  said  the  Soviets  should  not  let 
“Hanoi’s  intransigence”  blot  out  the 
prospect  of  Soviet-American  cooperation 
toward  peace. 

NIXON  SAID  he  would  maintain  the 
military  measures  he  ordered  Monday 
night  until  two  conditions  are  met: 

—All  American  prisoners  of  war  are 
returned. 

—An  internationally  supervised  cease 
fire  prevails  in  Vietnam. 


After  another  successful  trip  by  the 
student  library  foundation  members, 
the  cash  and  pledges  in  the  foundation 
coffers  have  risen  to  approximately 
$ 1 70,000,  according  to  Mark 
McConkie,  foundation  director. 

Last  week,  members  of  the  student 
group  traveled  to  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  area  to  enlist  financial  support  for 
their  cause  to  industries  and  residents 
there.  The  trip  netted  “at  least 
$70,000,”  according  to  Dave  Harman, 
vice  president  in  charge  of  national 
activities  and  group  leader  for  the  trip. 
Harman  was  joined  by  Doug  Cannon, 
Mark  Nixon,  Ned  Ludlow,  Lloyd 
Fransen,  Marsha  Black  and  Jerry 


The  president  appealed  for  the  backing 
of  his  countrymen. 

“I  ask  for  your  support  of  this 
decision,”  he  said.  “Our  purpose  is  not  to 
expand  the  war,  not  to  escalate  the  war, 
but  to  end  the  war.  . .”  he  said. 

Nixon  said  many  Americans  are.  urging 
immediate  withdrawal  of  U.S.  troops 
from  Vietnam  and  said  “from  a political 
standpoint  this  would  be  an  easy  choice.” 

He  said  another  option  would  be  to 
negotiate  on  terms  that  would  allow  the 
Communists  to  impose  a government  on 
17  million  South  Vietnamese. 

“The  North  Vietnamese  arrogantly 
refuse  to  negotiate  anything  but  an 
imposition  of  a Communist  regime,” 
Nixon  told  his  audience. 


Minsin  of  the  student  foundation,  and 
Carl  Bacon  of  Church  Education 
Development  on  the  journey. 

The  students  divided  into  three 
groups  for  their  soliciting  activities  and 
visited  many  corporations  and  private 
citizens  on  their  rounds.  The  groups 
were  “very  favorably  received,” 
according  to  Harman,  and  one  man 
commented,  “I’ve  received  fund  raisers 
into  my  office  for  years.  You  are  the 
first  students  to  come  on  behalf  of 
their  university.” 

“We  received  several  generous 
pledges,”  said  Harman.  “In  fact,  we 
may  receive  some  gfts  in  the  form  of 
land.” 


“You  want  peace.  I want  peace,” 
Nixon  said  to  his  audience.  “But  you  also 
want  honor.  . . You  want  a genuine 
peace.  At  this  moment,  we  must  stand 
together.  . .” 

THE  PRESIDENT’S  actions  raised  the 
possibility  of  a military  confrontation 
with  the  Soviet  Union— North  Vietnam’s 
chief  supplier  of  military  equipment— just 
two  weeks  before  Nixon  is  scheduled  to 
arrive  in  Moscow  for  a summit  meeting 
with  Russian  leaders. 

Nixon  said  the  Communists’  offensive 
in  the  South  was  using  “tanks,  artillery 
and  other  advanced  offensive  weapons” 
being  supplied  by  the  Soviet  Union  and 
other  nations. 

Since  the  start  of  the  offensive,  he  said, 
20,000  civilians  had  been  killed  and  the 
Communists’  military  action  “gravely 
threatens  the  lives  of  60,000  American” 
troops  remaining  in  Vietnam. 

He  said  he  had  sent  Henry  A.  Kissinger, 
his  national  security  adviser,  to  Paris  to 
meet  secretly  with  the  top  North 
Vietnamese  negotiators.  He  said  the 
Communists  “flatly  refused”  to  consider 
any  possible  American  formula  which 
might  lead  to  peace  and  refused  to  offer 
any  proposals  of  their  own. 

Nixon  said  it  was  at  the  urging  of  the 
Soviet  Union  that  he  allowed  U.S. 
negotiators  to  return  to  the  Paris 
conference  table  despite  three  years  of 
frustration  there. 

Once  back,  he  said,  all  the  negotiators 
heard  was  “bombastic  rhetoric  and  a 
replay  of  their  demands  that  we 
surrender.” 
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Questions  arose  concerning  the  activities  of  Y Day  when  students 
observed  that  only  these  two  small  areas  of  the  block  Y had 
received  their  fresh  coats  of  paint.

Y Day  revisited:  what  happened?

Changing  the  emphasis  on 
service  projects  from  a mandatory 
to  a voluntary  basis  made  the 
difference  in  this  year’s  Y Day 
activities. 

Because  students  did  not  move 
en  mass  to  a project,  the  outward 
appearance  might  be  one  of 
disorganization  and  failure, 
according  to  Rob  Jones,  former 
vice-pres.  of  Student  Community 
Service. 

The  unity  of  spirit  that  has 
accompanied  such  activities  in  the 
past  was  therefore  absent  on  a 
University  basis.  But  in  wards 
participating  in  projects  many  felt 
there  was  a unity  among  ward 
members  and  that  workloads  were 
well  tailored  to  the  number  of 
people  involved; 

Jones  said  that  the  stake 
presidents  and  bishops  of  BYU 
wards  were  “tired  of  being  told 
what  they  had  to  do.”  He  said 
they  felt  the  Service  Office  had  no 
ecclastical  authority  to  tell  them 
what  service  projects  to 
participate  in. 

Because  of  this  it  was  necessary 
to  “change  the  whole  concept 
about  service,”  according  to 
Jones.  He  explained  that  with 
service  projects  being  carried  on 
throughout  the  year,  Y Day 
would  be  a climax  to.  service 
activities. 


“1  wish  students  knew  what 
happened  last  year  after  Y Day,” 
said  Jones.  He  explained  that 
numerous  projects  were  not 
finished  and  people  were  left 
wondering  when  the  students 
would  return. 

“The  ward  who  takes  on  a 
project  is  responsible  to  the 
community,”  he  said,  and  felt 
that  this  would  insure  completed 
projects  because  of  a feeling  of 
individual  commitment. 

He  explained  that  the  Y did  not 
get  a full  coat  of  whitewash 
Saturday  because  the  jeep  that 
was  carrying  the  paint  broke 
down.  According  to  Jones,  no 
other  jeep  in  Provo  has  the 
necessary  capacity  for  the  50 
gallon  drums.  There  were  not 
enough  people  to  form  a bucket 
line,  so  the  white  washing  was 
abandoned.  Only  four  wards 
signed  up  for  the  project,  he  said. 

Jones  pointed  out  that  another 
advantage  of  having  individual 
projects  was  tailoring  groups  to 
the  service  so  as  not  to  have  an 
excess  of  people. 

It  is  more  practical  and 
beneficial  to  get  a spirit  of  unity 
among  the  wards  than  to  try  for 
such  a spirit  among  the  entire 
University,  Jones  felt. 

The  new  program  is  dependent 
upon  individual  initiative  and 
ward  leadership  in  making  service 
activities  a success.  Jones  also  felt 
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that  service  projects  were  on  the 
rise  and  those  who  participated  in 
projects  this  year  would  be 
enthusiastic  about  participating  in 
the  future. 

Projects  will  be  available 
throughout  the  year  from  the 
Student  Community  Service 
Office.  Individuals  or  groups  may 
sign  up  for  a project  any  time 
they  want. 

Press  publicity,  a film  developed 
this  year  and  a filmstrip,  to  be 
produced  next  year,  will  be  used 
to  publicize  the  program.

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Scientific  rain-makers 


Clouds:  a seedy  history  with  a stormy  ending

August,  1950.  The  people  of 
New  Mexico  had  long  prayed  for 
rain.  They  were  used  to  seeing  the 
Rio  Grande  shrunk  to  a 
brook-wide  trickle,  too  thick  to 
drink,  too  thin  to  plough.  They 
were  used  to  seeing  their 
reservoirs  low,  their  rolling  ranges 
burned  brown. 

Often  they  were  forced  to  ship 
their  cattle  away  to  greener 
pastures.  Many  a sun-scorched 
New  Mexican  had  said  resignedly; 
“the  Lord  made  the  state  dry.  I 
guess  He  wants  it  that  way.” 

Nevertheless,  on  the  slopes 
above  Socorro,  a group  of 
scientists  thought  it  no  impiety  to 
see  what  could  be  done  about 
changing  New  Mexico’s  weather. 
Among  those  scientists  was 
69-year-old  Dr.  Irving  Langmuir. 


UNTIL  IRVING  LANGMUIR 

began  poking  into  the  subject, 
meteorology  was  a passive  science. 
Meteorologists  observed  and  tried 
to  forecast  the  weather  but  when 
asked  why  they  didn’t  do 
something  about  it,  they  just 
looked  rueful. 

Like  everyone  else  Langmuir 
did  nothing  about  the  weather 
(except  complain  about  it)  until 
World  War  II,  when  he  began 
studying  the  weather  droplets  in 
high,  cold  clouds  which  freeze 
into  deadly  ice  on  airplane'  wings. 

He  knew  the  droplets  would 
lose  water  vapor  to  any  ice 
crystals  which  came  into  contact 
with  them-making  the  crystals 
grow  and  the  droplets  shrink. 
Langmuir  reasoned  that  if  he 
could  drop  ice  crystals  into  the 
clouds  they  would  grow  and  fall 
to  the  ground  as  snow  or  melt 
into  rain.  He  was  right.Working  in 
General  Electric’s  Schenectady  lab 
with  his  young  protege,  Vincent 


Schaefer,  he  began  experimenting 
with  a cloud  in  a test  tube.  Their 
“test  tube”  was  an  ordinary  G.E. 
home  freezer  lit  by  a slanting 
beam  of  light  and  lined  with  black 
velvet  for  better  visibility. 

Nothing  worked  until  one  hot 
day  when  Schaefer  put  a piece  of 
dry  ice  in  the  box  to  keep  it  cool. 
Droplets  immediately  formed. 
Such  was  the  beginning  of  dry  ice 
seeding. 

FROM  THERE  on  in,  rain 
making  has  had  a stormy  history. 
Cloud  coaxers  met  with  fierce 
opDosition  from  skeptical  farmers 
and  antagonistic  fruit  growers 
who  were  sure  the  seeding  planes 
would  bring  hail  to  wreck  their 
crops. 

Then  the  government  stepped  in 
and  took  over  research,  looking 
into  the  possibility  of  weather 
warfare.  This  “Project  Scud” 
discovered  that  large-scale  weather 
is  not  sensitive  to  man-started 
chain  reactions. 


In  1953,  two  ex-navy  pilots  in 
Oregon  made  over  a million 
dollars  seeding  clouds  with  a 
secret  formula  called  “goop.” 
After  three  hail  storms  in  a period 
of  five  years,  fruit  farmers 
demanded  suspension  of  their 
activities. 

Hailstorms  are,  notably,  the 
nemesis  of  farmers.  One  hailstorm 
recently  smashed  three  million 
bushels  of  standing  wheat  in 
Nebraska  and  another  destroyed 
$2  million  worth  of  tobacco  in 
North  Carolina. 

A state  senator,  with  a 
constituency  equally  divided 
between  seeding  backers  and  fruit 
farmers,  demanded  they  reveal 
their  secret  formula.  The 
successful  chemical  was  nothing 
but  common  table  salt. 

Chicago  scientists  have 
demonstrated  that  rain  can  be 
produced  by  squirting  clouds  with 
nothing  but  a fine  spray  of  plain 
water.  This  seems  to  act  quickly 


and  at  relatively  low  cloud  levels. 

However,  one  gallon  of  sprayed 
water  multiplies  into  a mere  1 ,000 
gallons  of  rain  on  the  ground. 

So.  to  give  Arizona  one  extra 
inch  of  rain,  a sizeable  part  of  the 
Air  Force  would  have  to  sprinkle 
the  clouds  around  the  clock.

Nixon  in  ‘extraordinary  session’ 


WASHINGTON  (UPl)  - Amid 
rumors  of  a possible  new  allied 
counteroffensive,  or  even  a 
blockade  of  Haiphone  Harbor, 
President  Nixon  met  for  three 
hours  yesterday  with  the  National 
Security  Council. 

There  was  no  immediate  White 
House  comment  on  the 
extraordinary  session,  but  the 
Pentagon  said  meantime  it  would 
be  “delighted”  if  the  North 
Vietnamese  took  yesterday’s  air 
raid  near  Hanoi  as  an  “object 
lesson’’  and  halted  its  invasion  of 
South  Vietnam. 

NIXON  CONVENED  the 
Security  Council,  with  Secretary 
of  State  William  P.  Rogers  recalled 
from  his  European  trip,  at  9 a m. 
EDT.  The  session  ended  shortly 
after  noon. 

It  was  an  unusually  long 
meeting  and  there  was  speculation 
that  the  President  proposed  some 
new  kind  of  military  initiative  to 
halt  the  most  serious  North 
Vietnamese  threat  yet  to  take 
over  South  Vietnam  with  a 
massive  ground  invasion. 

AS  FOR  the  air  strike  near 
Hanoi  Sunday,  Pentagon 
spokesman  Jerry  W.  Friedheim 
said  “several  tens”  of  Navy  planes 
bombed  a complex  about  15  miles 
west  of  the  North  Vietnam 
capital-  a training  and  supply 
storage  area.  It  was  the  first  raid 
so  deep  within  the  North  since 
April  16. 

“If  the  other  side  cho^e  to  take 
it  as  an  object  lesson  and  stop  the 


invasion,”  said  Friedheim,  “we’d 
be  delighted.” 

The  air  strike  in  the  Hanoi  area 
occurred  as  rumors  circulated  here 
that  Nixon  might  order  a naval 
blockade  of  Haiphong  Harbor, 
entry  point  for  vast  amounts  of 
Soviet  supplies;  supply  U-S.  air 
support  for  a South  Vietnamese 
invasion  on  the  North  to  relieve 
pressure  in  the  South;  call  for  an 
allied  seaborne  invasion  of  the 
Demilitarized  Zone  to  interdict 
the  north-to'south  movement  of 
Communist  troops  and  supplies. 


GERALD  L.  WARREN,  deputy 
White  House  press  secretary, 
declined  to  discuss  the  military 
operations.  But  when  asked  about 
Hanoi’s  claim  that  U.S.  planes 
bombed  the  Red  River  dikes, 
Warren  said  it  was  still  against 
U.S.  policy  to  bomb  the  dikes 
because  of  the  civilian  casualties 
such  bombardment  would  cause. 

Nixon  has  ruled  out  use  of 
nuclear  power  and  reintroduction 
of  U.S.  ground  troops,  but  the 
Pentagon  indicated  last' week  that 
a number  of  Marines  might  be 
sent  back  to  the  war  zone, 


Airlines  rewire 
727  rear  exits 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - In  an 
effort  to  thwart  hijackers  who 
parachute  from  jetliners,  the 
government  said  yesterday  it 
would  order  airlines  to  rewire  the 
rear  exit  of  600  Boeing  727 
jetliners  to  prevent  the  exits  from 
being  opened  in  flight. 

The  727  has  been  the  target  of 
hijacker-parachutists  because  of 
the  rear  staircase  that  unfolds 
below  the  tail  of  the  plane. 

The  staircase  makes  it  relatively 
easy  for  a hijacker  to  escape.  Any 
attempt  to  bail  out  of  the  side 
exits  would  trap  the  hijacker  in 
the  jetliner’s  slip  stream,  and  slam 
him  into  the  plane’s  tail  structure. 

The  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  decision  today 
followed  a hijacking  Friday  of  an 
Eastern  Boeing  727  in  which  the 
hijacker  collected  $303,000  in 
ransom  and  then  bailed  out  of  the 
plane  over  Honduras. 

The  modification  is  not  a 
complicated  procedure,  observers 
said.  It  requires  the  installation  of 
an  electrical  switch  that  will  close  - 
when  the  plane  is  on  the  ground, 
and  the  weight  of  the  plane 
compresses  the  sheel  struts.

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Yugo  expels 
nationalists 

BELGRADE  (UPI)  - The 
Communist  Party  Central 
Committee  met  yesterday  to 
expel  four  former  party  leaders 
accused  of  attempting  to  divide 
Yugoslavia  by  promoting 
nationalism  in  the  country’s 
Croatian  Republic. 

Radio  Belgrade  said  there  was 
virtually  no  chance  the  four  could 
retain  their  party  membership. 

Their  expulsion  was  demanded 
by  a special  commission  that 
investigated  the  causes  of  the 
nationalistic  and  separatist- 
inspired  disorders  last  year  in 
Croatia.  President  Tito  said  at  the 
time  that  the  incidents  threatened 
civil  war  in  Yugoslavia. 

The  four,  who  headed  the 
Croatian  Communist  party, 
resigned  from  their  positions  last 
December  but  maintained  party 
membership.  They  are  Miko 
Tripalo,  Marko  Koprtla,  Pero 
Pirker,  and  Mrs.  Savka' 
Dabcevic-Kucar. 

‘Little  hope  left’ 
for  trapped  miners 

KELLOGG,  Idaho  (UPI)  - The 
Sunshine  Silver  Mine  fire  flared  up 
with  renewed  intensity  yesterday, 
further  imperiling  58  miners 
trapped  nearly  a mile 
underground  and  badly  hampering 
the  main  effort  at  a rescue. 

Mine  officials  said  they  could 
no  longer  be  “optimistic”  about 
the  survival  of  some  of  the  men 
trapped  since  last  Tuesday  by 
smoke  and  carbon  monoxide 
which  had  already  killed  35  of 
their  fellow  miners. 

Rescue  crews  who  had  been 
trying  to  reach  the  trapped  men 
for  six  days  pinned  their  hopes  on 
what  appeared  to  be  the  only 
present  chance  of  getting  rescuers 
quickly  to  the  4,800-foot  level  of 
the  trapped  men-a  metal 
“capsule”  to  be  lowered  down  an 
adjacent  shaft. 

A member  of  the  Kellogg 
Chamber  of  Commerce  says 
communities  in  the  Coeur  d’Alene 
mining  district  of  northern  Idaho 
may  lose  more  than  $1  million  in 
payrolls  if  the  Sunshine  Mine 
remains  closed  for  three  or  four 
months. 

Last  week  federal  officials  said 
the  mine  would  remain  closed 
until  investigations  of  the  fire  are 
completed.

Arms  race  commentary 

On  doves  and  disparity

For  many  years,  liberal  politicians  have 
successfully  delayed  or  scuttled  the 
development  and  production  of  advanced 
strategic  weapons  designed  to  protect  us 
from  potential  aggressions  or  nuclear 
blackmail  by  our  Communist  enemies  by 
arguing  that  our  superiority  in 
submarine-launched  ballistic  missiles 
represented  sufficient  protection.  On  this 
premise,  we  have  allowed  the  USSR  to 
surpass  us  in  land-based  missiles  by  a wide 
margin.  It  now  appears  that  this 
important  premise  has  been  faulty. 

Last  week  the  International  Institute 
for  Strategic  Studies  reported  that  the 
Russians  have  successfully  tested  a 
submarine-launched  missile  with  a 3,000 
mile  plus  range.  Furthermore,  the 
independent  institute  predicts  that  the 
Russians  now  seem  likely  to  catch  up 
with  the  American  lead  in  strategic 
missile-carrying  submarines  by  the  middle 
of  next  year,  far  in  advance  of  the 
anticipated  date. 

This  announcement  is  only  the  latest 
bit  of  news  indicating  that  the  Doves  in 
Congress  have  been  wrong  in  their 
estimation  of  our  position  vis-a-vis  the 
Russians  and  the  Pentagon  and  its 
supporters  in  Congress  have  been  right. 
What  impact  is  this  news  likely  to  have  on 
the  Doves?  The  probable  answer  is,  none 
whatsoever. 

It  appears  that  the  anti-militarists  in  the 
halls  of  Congress  have  forced  us  to  mark 
time  in  our  defense  development  In  the 
hope  of  pursuading  the  Soviets  of  our 
good  faith  in  seeking  a strategic  arms 
limitation  treaty.  Unfortunately,  the 
Russian  leaders,  unencumbered  by  the 
likes  of  a William  Halfbright,  have  not 
reciprocated.  While  we  have  stood  still, 
the  Russians  have  redoubled  their  efforts 
to  overcome  and  surpass  us  in  the  area  of 
strategic  arms.  Those  who  bemoaned  the 
arms  race  have  seen  their  wishes  realized. 
There  no  longer  is  an  arms  race.  We  have 
ceased  to  run.  


Within  the  next  few  weeks  the  Defense 
Procurement  bill  will  be  considered  by 
the  House  of  Representatives.  The  bill 
provides  authorization  for  the  continued 
funding  of  such  important  programs  as 
the  F-14  fighter,  the  B-1  bomber,  and  the 
ULMS  (Undersea  Long-range 
Missile-firing  Submarine,  an  effective 
counter  to  the  Soviet  effort  in  the  same 
area.)  Conceivably,  that  bill  will 
encounter  heavy  fire  from  the  same 


faction  which  has  come  to  view  the 
military,  and  anything  associted  with  it, 
as  the  very  personification  of  evil.  It  is 
unlikely  that  they  will  allow  any 
contradictory  facts,  no  matter  the  source, 
to  sway  them  from  this  preconception. 

In  summary,  we  have  become  so 
paranoid  of  the  “warmonger"  label  that 
we  become  as  the  people  of  Ammon  who 
refused  to  lift  their  swords  to  defend 
themselves  from  Lamanite  attacks.

BYU’s  White  soccer  team  had 
little  trouble  keeping  their 
undefeated  status  in  Utah  League 
participation  Saturday. 

The  Cougars  crushed  the 
Kickers  from  Salt  Lake  City,  9-0, 
with  an  impressive  offensive 
display. 

But  it  took  the  Blue  machine  a 
while  to  get  going.  After  the  first 
45  minute  period  the  Cats  had 
crept  to  a mere  2-0  lead.  They 
entered  the  second  half  psyched 
up  and  poured  in  seven  goals. 

Leading  the  Cougars  was  Serge 
Mendez,  playing  his  first  season 
for  BYU.  He  netted  a hat  trick 
with  three  goals.  Roberto 
Balsamo,  more  feared  for  his 


defense  generally,  shot  in  two 
goals.  Hugo  Ojeda  had  a hot  foot 
with  two  goals. 

Player-Coach  Bruno  Gerzeli 
accounted  for  one  goal,  as  did 
Carlos  Alvarez. 

The  Cougars  stand  atop  the 
Utah  League  A division  with  their 
undefeated  record.  The  BYU  Blue 
squad  was  idle  over  the  weekend. 

The  Utah  League  All-Stars  will 
be  in  town  again  Wednesday  night 
to  play  BYU.  Last  Wednesday 
they  won  3-2  in  a match  described 
by  one  expert  as  “an  excellent 
display  of  good  soccer.” 

Preceding  the  White,  All-star  tilt 
the  BYU  Blue  team  will  meet  the 
Old-Boys  at  6 p.m. 


Last  season  BYU’s  tracksters 
wrested  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference  track  and  field  title 
from  defending  champion  Texas 
at  El  Paso  in  a real  squeaker, 
162-156. 

Although  the  Cats  and  the 
gold-panners  are  listed  as 
co-favorites  this  year,  the  Texans 
are  given  the  inside  track  to  the 
title.  One  factor  which  could  very 
well  play  a determining  role  is  the 
site  of  the  meet,  since  the  contest 
is  being  held  on  the  UTEP  home 
turf  in  their  brand  new  Tartan 
surfaced  track  and  field  complex. 

Sprinting  speed,  long  a sore 
point  for  the  Mountain  Cats,  will 
again  play  a major  role.  UTEP 
boasts  the  top  three  speedsters  in 
the  100  and  220  and  a stable  of 
lightning-quick  440  men.  The 
only  Cougar  performers  ranked  in 
the  events  are  Roger  Ketcheson  in 
the  100,  tied  for  seventh  with 
seven  other  individuals  at  ;09.6, 
and  Steve  Young  in  the  440, 
ranked  sixth  with  a :47.7. 

The  middle  distances,  the  880 
and  mile,  are  pretty  well  a toss-up 
between  the  two  teams.  Allan 
Judd  and  Doug  Murdock  will 
challenge  UTEP’s  Greg  Jones  in 
the  two-lapper. 

Freshman  Paul  Cummings  of 
BYU  leads  the  milers  but  he’ll 
face  a very  strong  challenge  from 
the  Texans’  Kerry  Ellison. 

In  the  three-mile  run  and  the 
steeplechase,  the  Cats  will  hold 
most  of  the  cards.  One  of  the  top 
“leather-lunger’s”  is  Richard  Reid. 
His  stiffest  challenge  will  come 
from  Colorado  State’s  Lou 
Groarke. 

Usaia  Sotutu  is  probably  the 
class  of  the  “water-jumpers”  with 
the  best  life-time  mark  of  8:48.0 
set  in  last  season’s  NCAA  meet. 
He  and  teammates  Gary  Cramer, 
Jim  Kearns  and  Mike  Slagle  have 
four  of  the  top  six  times  in  the 
event  this  season. 

Both  hurdle  events  could 
produce  important  points.  BYU’s 
Dan  Redfearn  is  currently 
top-ranked  in  the  120  yard  high 
hurdles  with  a :13.9  clocking.  In 
the  intermediate  hurdles,  Mark 
Low  and  Steve  Young  are  ranked 
second  to  New  Mexico’s  Kenth 
Ohman. 

High  jumper  Aaro  Alarotu 
continued  his  improvement  at  the 
Mt.  SAC  Relays.  His  personal  best 
of  seven  feet,  if  attained  in  the 
meet,  could  well  win  the  event. 


Long  jumper  Kari  Palmen  and 
triple  jumper  Sigurd  Langeland 
will  be  attempting  to  unseat  New 
Mexico’s  Chuck  Steffes  as  the  top 
man  in  the  conference  this  season.

College  is  not  only  way

An  average  of  two  to  three  BYU 
Btudents,  many  hopeLgssly 
sporting  bachelor’s  degrees  but 
:'aced  with  a jobless  market,  are 
transferring  to  the  Utah  Technical 
Z'ollege. 

Certified  teachers,  who  have 
jjeen  working  as  service  station 
ittendants,  and  political  science 
najors  substituting  as  shoe 
ialesmen  to  earn  bread  and  butter, 
ire  finding  security  in  the 
Technical  College  and  the  job 
.narket  future  it  offers,  reported  a 
JTC  official. 

According  to  Jay  Fielding,  a 
JTC  counselor,  the  college’s 
placement  program  is  landing  90 
ler  cent  of  UTC  graduates  with 
'wo-year  diplomas  an  average 
R 10,000  starting  salary  with 
opportunity  for  advancement. 

MOST  OF  the  jobs  are  within 
Utah,  he  added,  although  higher 
lalaries  can  be  found  outside  the 
tate, 

Matching  up  UTC  graduates 
ivith  the  available  jobs  is  built  into 
he  school’s  placement  system, 
iach  department  has  an  advisory 
)oard  made  ud  of  employers  in 


the  various  technical  fields.  The 
employers  set  the  graduation 
requirements,  thus  being  assured 
of  the  graduates’  qualifications  for 
immediate  hiring. 

The  bulging  UTC  enrollment 
requires  some  15  hours  per  day 
use  of  the  campus  facilities 
located  immediately  west  of 
Helaman  Halls.  A capacity  1,500 
students  attend  during  the  day 
and  another  1,200  at  night. 

According  to  Fielding  the  night 
school  was  established  when  UTC 
was  deluged  with  an 
overabundance  of  applicants. 

He  reported  that  plans  for  a 
new  campus  as  large  as  Weber 
State  College  for  8,000  students 
has  been  approved.  Construction 
is  expected  to  begin  next  year  in 
west  Orem  where  the  diagonal 
meets  the  freeway. 

Presently  there  are  17 
departments  at  UTC  that  offer 
two-year  degrees.  The  largest  of 
these  is  business  although  there 
are  other  specialities  offered  from 
diesel  mechanics  and  commercial 
art  to  re  f ri  ge  r a t i o n -a  i r 
conditioning,  the  fastest  growing 
department.

Two  departments  that  are  in 
heavy  demand  right  now  are 
professional  driving  and  nursing 
aids,  said  Fielding.  Drivers  of 
semi-trucks  are  paid  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $15,000  for 
their  irregular  hours. 

The  college  also  has  a 
pre-technical  study  program  to  aid 
student  proficiency  in  basic  skills 
before  commencing  their  field  of 
study.  A lab  is  available  with 
individual  tutors  at  any  hour  to 
instruct  in  English  and  math. 

A range  of  sports,  social 
activities  and  scholarship 
opportunities  round  out  the 
college's  assets. 

A recent  Ford  Foundation 
study  has  revealed  that  the  trade 
school  luring  of  jobless  college 
graduates  across  the  nation  is  a 
result  of  improper  counselling  in 
high  schools. 

According  to  the  study,  over  90 
per  cent  of  the  high  school 
students  seeking  post  graduate 
education  are  directed  to  a 
university  campus  while  only  1 2 
per  cent  of  the  job  openings  in 
this  country  are  for  college 
graduates.

Love  of  life 


She  dances  without  music

Betsey  Love  is  touring  Europe 
with  International  Folk  Dancers 
this  summer.  She  loves  rock  music 
and  movies,  and  she  has  played 
the  piano  since  she  was  six. 

Betsey  Love  is  deaf. 

Though  some  persons  might 
consider  her  handicapped,  Betsey 
has  never  felt  sorry  for  herself. 
She  told  the  Daily  Universe  she’s 
“never  missed  what  I’ve  never 
had.” 

A junior  in  journalism  from 
Palo  Alto,  Betsey  has  not  had 
trouble  with  classes  but  admits 
that  she  feels  “frustrated  a lot.  It’s 
harder  to  do  a good  job  than  it 
was  in  high  school  where  I knew 
all  the  teachers  and  everyone  was 
studying  the  same  subjects.” 

BYU  INTRODUCED  Betsey  to 
her  happiest  pasttime.  She  has 
danced  with  the  Folk  Dancers  for 
two  years  and  spends  from  eight 
to  ten  hours  a week  practicing 
dances  from  all  over  the  world. 

She  was  coaxed  into  auditioning 
by  a friend  and  has  practiced 
diligently  for  two  years  before  the 
seven-country  European  tour  with 
the  dance  troupe.  She's 
particularly  thrilled  about  going 
to  Europe  because  European 
dances,  especially  Polish  and 
Ukranian,  are  her  favorites. 

“1  like  the  running,  jumping, 
kicking  and  the  activity  that 
dancing  provides,”  she  said.  “I 
guess  I just  like  to  move  around  a 
lot.” 

Though  dancing  classes  are  her 
main  interest,  her  coming  to  BYU 
was  a combination  of  a desire  to 
ski  and  her  parents’ 
encouragement.

She  also 
plays  the  piano  and  enjoys 
rock  music— unusual  interests 
for  a coed  who  can’t  hear. 

outgoing  and  was  the  subject  of  a 
New  York  Times  Magazine  article 
dealing  with  how  parents  can  help 
children  overcome  hearing 
problems.  The  article  stressed  how 
her  mother  had  involved  Betsey  in 
“getting  a deaf  child  out  with 
normal  children.” 

Betsey’s  deafness  was 
discovered  when  she  was  11 
months  old;  it  was  diagnosed  as  a 
nerve  problem.  She  was  two  years 
old  before  she  could  be  given 
hearing  aids. 

For  nerve  deafness,  there  is  no 
curing  operation.  Betsey  was  given 
speech  lessons  at  Stanford 
Institute  Clinic  when  she  was 
three  and  entered  a regular  school 
with  special  classes  for  the  deaf 
the  following  year. 

Her  father  built  a radio 
apparatus  with  earphones  so  he 
could  help  her  with  her  speech. 
Her  parents  involved  her  in 
Brownies,  Girl  Scouts,  and 
Primary.  They  also  gave  her  tap 
dance  and  piano  lessons.

A family  of  skiers,  they  got 
Betsey  out  on  the  slopes  when  she 
was  six. 

IN  JUNIOR  high  school,  Betsey 
took  classes  with  deaf  students 
and  others  with  hearing  kids.  She 
felt  a difference  in  the  two. 

“I  thought  the  hearing  kids 
were  smarter,  more  interesting 
and  more  of  a challenge  to  be 
with.  I felt  proud  to  be  able  to  go 
into  classes  with  them.” 

But  the  program  didn’t  offer 
the  challenge  Betsey  wanted.  “1 
felt  I could  do  better  in  a totally 
hearing  program.  1 knew  it  would 
be  harder,  yet  more  rewarding.” 

She  went  to  high  school  at 
Wasatch  Academy  in  Mt.  Pleasant, 
Utah,  because  it  was  small,  co-ed, 
and  there  were  relatives  and  good 
skiing  nearby. 

Betsey’s  high  school  yearbook 
describes  her  as  “light- 
hearted ...  a stylish  dresser”  with 
an  “optimistic  viewpoint.”  She 
was  the  assistant  editor  of  her 


school’s  newspaper  and  was  also  a 
cheerleader.  Active  in  the  ski  and 
drama  clubs,  Betsey  graduated 
with  honors  and  recognition  for 
significant  contributions  to  the 
school. 

ACKNOWLEDGING  her 
parents  as  the  major  influences  in 
her  ability  to  accept  her  deafness, 
she  feels  their  eagerness  to  have 
her  get  out  and  meet  people  has 
helped  her  the  most. 

“1  was  always  involved  in 
activities,  and  my  parents  gave  me 
every  opportunity  they  could,” 
she  said.  “1  think  people  with 
handicaps  stick  together  too  much 
and  should  mix  more  with  hearing 
people  and  pick  up  qualities  from 
them.  There  really  should  be  more 
of  an  attempt  in  deaf  education 
programs  to  mix  the  two  groups.” 


However,  Betsey  has 
encountered  some  setbacks  due  to 
her  deafness.  Since  she  can  hear 
only  sounds  but  cannot 
distinguish  tones,  she  found  piano 
proficiency  “took  a lot  longer 
than  it  does  with  most  people.” 
She  had  to  memorize  the  music 
through  the  fingering  rather  than 
the  melody. 

Talking  on  the  phone  requires 
an  amplifier,  even  then,  she  can 
only  understand  some  people, 
though  she  doesn’t  know  why  this 
is  so. 

She  likes  to  dance,  and  rock 
music  provides  a steady  drum  beat 
which  she  can  usually  pick  up. 
When  folk  dancing,  she  must  rely 
on  memorizing  the  sequences  arid 
counting  to  keep  in  step  with  the 
group. 


Though  she  finds  movies 
difficult  to  understand,  she  enjoys 
them  nevertheless.  It  is  harder  for 
her  to  lipread  them  because  she 
gets  involved  in  the  background 
setting  and  general  action  and 
doesn’t  enjoy  the  concentration 
required  to  read  lips. 

She  admits  that  some  people  arc’ 
easier  to  understand  than  others 
when  reading  lips  because  they 
look  at  her  and  enunciate  clearly. 
Mustaches  are  hard  to  her  to  read 
through,  and  she’s  happy  about 
BYU  dress  standards  becausf 
“beards  are  the  worst.”
